Yee8terüay the 
Synagogue 
was 
crowded with Jews and Gentiles to 
witne8B the interesting ceremony of 
the confirmation of nine young ladies 
and one young man. The Day of tVu- 
tecost Is the anniversary of the pro­ 
mulgation of the law ou Mount Sinai 
and, of course peculiarly sacred to Is­ 
raelites. In addition to the usual ex­ 
ercises the congregation had just been 
presented with a double-tablet of sil­ 
ver, on which was engraved in fiery 
letters the ten commandments. 
The 
donor is a well Known member of the 
congregation, but modestly objects to 
his name being published, though he 
certainly deserves the thanks of tbe 
church for his elegant memorial.

T h e I n d ia n P ro o le m . 


The Indian and the Chinese prob­ 
lems seem to be the absorbing topics 
of the hour. 
There has been a great 
misunderstanding 
in 
the 
popular 
mind in regard to the former because 
of a studied obscurity thrown around 
the Department by our officials. 
The 
San Francisco Post takes a correct 
view of the matter, and in its expres­ 
sions shows that its opinions are based 
upon a thorough study of facts. 
It 
truthfully remarks that “ It is n o ta n 
extravigant estimate to say tiiat dur­ 
ing the last quarter of a century the 
losses in moneys and goods stolen or 
wasted aggregate, with the Indian 
wars caused by the plundering alli­ 
ance, as much as a hundred millions 
of dollars. 
Experience has proved 
this singular fact: 
That the average 
cost of supporting the Indians has in­ 
creased just about in proportion with 
the increase in numbers of those draw­ 
in g help from the Treasury. 
Forty 
years ago there were 70,000 Indians 
drawing annuities and supplies from 
the United States. 
The total number 
so returned officially last year was 
206,000. 
In 1830 it cost an average of 
$12 for each of the 70,000; or $840,000 a 
year. 
In 1875 it cost an average of $40 
each; or $8,240,000. 
In ordinary af­ 
fairs—in our asylums for orphans, for 
the insane and other c h a r itie s-it is 
found that the average cost of main­ 
tenance decreases a9 the uumher In­ 
creases. 
A thousand can be fed and 
clothed at lower rates for each than a 
hundred, because the purchases in 
larger can be more cheaply made than 
in smaller quantities. 
This is a well 
recognized rule in all commercial cir- 
«1m. 
But not so with the Indian ring. 


They managed to make the average 
cost of feeding and blanketing 206.000 
Indians in 1875 just 333$ per cent, 
higher than the average for feeding 
and blanketiug 70,000 in 1830. 
As the 
206,000 were not nearly as well fed and 
hlanketed as the 70,000, and as trans­ 
portation was to be had at much low­ 
er rates in 1875 than in 1830, what is 
the logical conclusionl? Sim ply this: 
The Government 
and the Indians 
were system atically robbed, and by 
wholesale, to pamper official scoun­ 
drels and greedy, dishonest contrac­ 
tors. That is the long and short of it. 
Details would be revolting and serve 
uo good purpose, now that the hungry 
pack have been cut oft from their 
prey.” 
The transfer to the Military 
Department of the charge of the Indi­ 
an tribes shows a return 
to common 
sense on the part of the Government. 
It cau be but plain to the most casual 
observer that by this tim e both ex­ 
pense in the m aintenance of the sev­ 
eral tribes and the outlay for military 
purposes will be reduced. 
At last we 
have this problem brought toward a 
solution. 
Now let us look at the Chi­ 
nese question. 
That comes uext in or­ 
der, and is indeed even of greater im ­ 
portance. 
If these tw o matters can 
he properly adjusted, we shall believe 
iu au over-ruling Providence and in a 
proper brotherhood of m an existing in 
our day and generation. 


The Political Situation. 


The Sau Francisco 
Chronicle re­ 
views the action of the Democratic 
Convention with aspirit of vindictive­ 
ness that indicates that the course 
adopted by that body is calculated to 
produce harm to the Republican pros­ 
pects. 
The arguments of our contem ­ 
porary are both ungenerous and illog­ 
ical. 
It seems to take umbrage at the 
outset at the fact of State officials par­ 
ticipating in the management of the 
organization, and goes further in the 
claim that the professions of the party 
as announced in the platform are h y ­ 
pocritical. 
In answer to these ideas 
there is but a single argument, which 
is, that the chosen leaders of the par­ 
ty are the legitimate directors of its 
course of conduct, aud in assuming to 
mould and plan the programme of a 
campaign they simply perform a du­ 
ty. It is alleged that there is a degree 
of hypocrucy in the pledgesnf the par­ 
ty to reform In the civil service. 
It is 
easy to make such slanderous asser­ 
tions, but it may be asked with a mel­ 
ancholy positiveness if there is not 
need oi a reform? 
The other sugges­ 
tions of ourcontemporary are equally 
characteristic and quite as logical and 
quite as illogical. It sneers at the allu­ 
sions to the Chinese matter, and inti­ 
mates insincerity in that. 
The mo­ 
tive for this line of argum ent is quite 
plain. 
A criminal never desires to 
be accused of his guilt, nor does he 
particularly esteem a corrective upon 
his process of crime. 
The Chinese 
curse is the result of Republican legis­ 
lation, and at a late date they per­ 
ceive the harm they have done. 
The 
preservation of the public faith and 
credit which the Democracy propose 
to guard is a duty that the Radicals 
have ignored wholly. 
Malfeasance in 
in office, fraud in high places, gross

The more is known of the case of the 
unfortunate girl Mamie W hiting, who 
has in a sense been kidnapped from 
the State by the adventurer Jones, 
witli the connivance of her own m oth­ 
er, the more revolting and atrocious it 
appears. 
It transpires that Jones and 
Mrs. W hiting became acquainted with 
one another five months ago. H e rep­ 
resented him self to be a wealthy mine 
owner. 
Believing Mrs. W hiting to 
be a woman of wealth, lie paid Ills ad­ 
dresses to her, notwithstanding the 
fact that he had a wife and a number 
of children living and resident In the 
city. 
An engagement ensued, Jones 
thenceforth m aking Mrs. W hiting’s 
house his home. 
He subsequently 
learned, however,that Mrs. W hiting’s 
fortune had been dissipated, and that 
she was in fact a pensioner on the al­ 
lowance grauted her daughter,Mamie, 
by the administrator of that part of 
her deceased husband’s (Capt. W hit­ 
ing) estate, which had been willed to 
her. 
The adventurer consequently 
set the mother aside and directed his 
attention toward the daughter. 
Per­ 
haps, hoping to replenish her wasted 
fortune, Mrs. W hiting seems then to 
have entered into an arrangement 
with Jones, to the effect that lie 
should marry Mamie and transfer Ma­ 
mie’s fortune, over which she (Mamie) 
would gain control as soon as the 
marriage was 
consuraated, to her 
(Mrs. W hiting). 
Mamie, although a 
very large girl, is only fifteen years 
old, having been born on the 26th of 
April, 1861. Captain W hiting died on 
the 3lst of January preceding. Owing 
to her extreme youth and Inexperi­ 
ence it is believed she was easily 
persuaded 
to 
go 
through 
the 
ceremony of marriage. 
On the even­ 
ing of the day the ceremony was per­ 
formed Jone’s true wife appeared on 
the scene and forcibly persuaded her 
truant husband to depart from the 
W hiting mansion. 
Jones spent the 
night in drunken carousal. The next 
day he disappeared, going down the 
coast lo San Diego. 
After his flight 
publicity was given to the scandalous 
transaction in which he figured. 
Mrs. 
W hiting's true standing iu the affair 
came to light subsequently. She gave 
out that Jones had gone to Mexicu, 
and sent Mamie and tier two children 
by a second husband, from whom she 
was divorced, down to San Diego on 
the steamer 
Orizaba. 
There 
(hey 
were met by Jones, and, as the corres­ 
pondence by telegraph which follows 
allows, in accordance with an arrange­ 
ment 
previously 
entered 
by Mrs. 
W hiting. 
After Jones had taken Ma­ 
mie from the steamer, Captain John­ 
ston received the following dispatch 
from tliis city: 
Captain Johnson, Steam er O rizaba: 
Mrs. W hiting desires that her dougli- 
ter, Mary Whiting, return w ith you 
to this city without fail, under your 
personal care. 
M. H . M y r i c k , 
Judge Probate Court.” 
By this time Jones had enlisted the 
services of Chase & Leach, lawyers, 
who prevented Captain Johnson from 
carrying into execution the instruc­ 
tions of Judge Myrick. 
It was finally 
agreed to send the following dispatch: 
“Mrs. W hiting—Do you wish Ma­ 
mie and Jennie to return to Ban Fran­ 
cisco ? 
Another was sent to Judge Myrick, 
as follows: 
“Judge Myrick — Mrs. 
W h itin g’s 
daughter tells me she is married to 
Jones. 
Refuses to uo back to San 
Francisco. 
H. J. J o h n s t o n .” 
“Mrs. W hiting’s reply was as fol­ 
lows: 
“Captain Johnston—Mamie remain 
until I come. 
Tell her to telegraph to 
Mr. M ayers to let me have m y m onthly 
allowance. 
M r s . W .” 
Learning the true character of Jones 
soon afterwards Captain 
Johnston 
again telegraphed as follows1 
“ Mrs. 
W hiting—Your 
daughter, 
Mamie, went away with a man whom 
Jennie calls ‘Mr. Jones.’ 
H ave not 
seen her since ten o’clock this morn­ 
ing.” 
The answer was: 
“Captain Johnston, Steamer Oriza­ 
ba—All right. 
She lias gone to visit 
my brother out of Sun Diego. 
W ill 
return answer to-morrow. 
M r s. W h i t i n g .” 
Immediately on the heels of these 
telegrams came another from Judge 
Myrick, as follows: 
“Captain H. J. Johnston, steamer 
Orizaba—Marriage void; auother wife. 
Peril to her not to return. 
M. H . M y r ic k .” 
But Jones had by this time flown 
over the Lower California border with 
the unfortunate girl in his company. 
In the meantime Mrs. W hiting has 
become financially embarrassed, and 
her 
household 
furniture has been 
seized by the Sheriff for debt. 
It now transpires that Mrs. W hiting 
engaged passage on the steamer Ori­ 
zaba and sailed for San Diego to-day. 
There is every reason to believe that 
her intention is to carry out the con­ 
spiracy which has been partly exe­ 
cuted, and to deprive her duughter of 
her inheritance. 
Measures prompt 
and effective ought to be taken by the 
friends of the late Captain W hiting 
to rescue his daughter from the fear­ 
ful fate to which she is evidently de­ 
termined to consign her.

priving iier misguided daughter of her 
lawful patrimony. 
The people of San 
Diego may yet succeed in circumvent­ 
ing their designs, and possibly pre­ 
vent any further aggravation of the 
outrageous proceeding.
